PARIS  — INS  — French  auth- 
orities reported  the  killing  of 
101  Algerian  Nationalist  gueril- 
las today  in  a big  pitched  battle 
between  Foreign  Legionnaires 
and  approximately  200  rebels  in 
the  Western  Oran  region. 

Dispatches  from  Algiers  said 
that  the  fight  near  Filaoussene 
was  continuing  after  erupting 
during  the  weekend. 

French  losses  were  not  dis- 
clcosed. 

Scattered  fighting  also  was  re- 
ported in  the  Constatine  region 
at  the  other  end  of  Algeria,  and 
near  Indermann,  in  the  Oran 
sector. 

Nine  French  soldiers  were 
killed  and  18  rebels  slain  in  an 
ambush  in  the  latter  area.

Tombstones  Dot  BYU  Lawn

In  the  quite  hours  early  Mon- 
day morning  four  tombstones 
appeared  on  the  expanses  of  the 
law  in  front  of  Erying  Science 
Center. 

These  monuments,  three  small 
upright  and  one  laid  flat  in  the 
grass,  were  all  dedicated  to  per- 
sons unknown,  and  whose  re- 
mains, it  is  hoped,  are  still  else- 
where. 

Speculation  among  student 
observers  range  from  joking  re- 
marks about  Tombstone  Days, 
theme  of  Western  Week,  being 
carried  to  far,  to  a girl  who  hes- 
itatingly asked  whether  it  was 
a joke  or  were  “they  really 
guarding  the  remains  of  some 
poor  dead  soul?” 

Inscribed  on  the  stones  were 


epitaths  listing  the  vital  statis- 
tics of  the  owners.  Only  two 
were  readable  since  weather  had 
eraced  the  others.  One  the  flat 
headstone  was  written,  “Harry 
Koulouris,  1867-1933,  Mauroli- 
tharion,  Greece.  This  monument 
had  been  carried  quite  a dis- 
tance to  arrive  on  the  Brigham 
Young  University  campus. 

The  other  stone  was  engrav- 
ed, “Anna  E.  Street,  1839-1907 
. . . ” Part  of  the  message  was 
too  faint  to  be  readable. 

When  asked  whether  he  know 
anything  about  the  sudden  ap- 
pearance of  the  stones,  Ken 
Skousen,  chairman  of  Western 
Week,  was  firmly  sure  that  he 
knew  nothing  concerning  the 
event.

Sociologist  Speaks  at  Meet

The  Utah  Council  on.  Family 
Relations,  an  affiliate  with  the 
National  Council  on  Family  Re- 
lations, held  its  spring  meeting 
at  Brigham  Young  last  Thurs- 
day. 

Dr.  Keith  Osborne  of  the  Mer- 
ril-Palmer  School  in  Detroit, 
Mich.,  who  has  been  a guest  on 
campus,  was  the  featured  speak- 
er. 

Osborne  spoke  on  “The  Family 
Democratic  Processes.”  He  sug- 
gested that  many  families  give 
lip  service  to  the  democratic 
processes  but  in  actual  practice 
function  autocratically. 

This  has  many  implications 
in  the  .way  of  developing  atti- 
tudes and  concepts  regarding 
what  democracy  really  means, 
whether  the  attempt  be  made  to 
practice  it  in  the  home,  commun- 
ity, state  or  nation,  he  said. 

Osborne  pointed  out  that  dem- 
ocracy may  be  taught  to  child- 
ren according  to  their  ability 
to  understand  its  meaning. 

For  example,  it  is  necessary  in 
the  early  years  of  a child’s  life 
that  certain  emphatic  autocratic 
rules  be  enforced  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  child,  but  as  he  in- 
creases in  age  and  ability  to  un- 1 
derstand  the  child  must  have| 
the  opportunity  to  see  democ-j 
racy  practiced  if  he  is  to  learn 


and  truly  understand  its  mean- 
ing, Osborne  concluded. 

Dr.  Lloyd  Wilcox  of  Westmin- 
ster College  and  president  of 
th*e  Utah  Council  on  Family  Re- 
lations took  charge  of  the  meet- 
ing. 


Dr.  Blaine  M.  Porter  of  BYU, 
who  is  vice  president  and  pres- 
ident elect  of  this  organization, 
introduced  the  speaker.

Brigham  Young  University’s 
two-mile  relay  teamr  took  third 
place  in  the  32nd  annual  Kan- 
sas Relays  in  Lawrence,  Kan., 
Saturday. 

The  team,  consisting  of  Arlyn 
Finlinson,  Joe  Tyler,  Oscar  An- 
derson and  Paul  Anderson 
were  nosed  out  of  second  place 
by  Colorado,  as  P.  Anderson  ran 
an  outstanding  anchor  leg.  Kan- 
sas finished  first  and  set  a new 
meet  record  of  7:32.3. 

BYU  and  Colorado  also  broke 
the  old  reccird  of  7:41.1,  as  the 
Cats  ran  the  two  miles  in  7:38.8. 
When  P.  Anderson  received  the 
baton  the  Cougars  were  in 
fifth,  but  he  wasn’t  to  be  denied 
and  finished  a foot  behind  the 
Colorado  anchor  man. 

In  the  distance  medley  the 
Cats  were  a close  second  going 
into  the  mile  leg.  Tyler,  BYU’s 
ace  miler,  immediately  went  out 
in  front  but  took  sick  and  the 
Cougars  failed  to  place. 

This  was  the  first  two-mile 
relay  and  medley  relay  the  four 
track  stars  ever  ran  in  compe- 
tition.
